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You advise that at the end of the fiscal year just passed there was in the 
Fish and Gamo funds a balance consisting of income from previous years 
sufficient in amount to pay for all or some of the items appearing in 


section 2 of chapter 254. 


Considering the two quoted provisions together it appears clear that 
they may be deemed to represent alternative means of financing the cost of 
the items under consideration, The paramount factor pervading both is that 
such costs will in any event be paid from Fish end Gans funds, The device 
of bonds and notes authorized in chapter 254 permits long-term financing of 
the capital items; in view, however, of, the provision from chapter 255 quoted 
above, it appears that if there are adequate available balances”in the Fish 
and Game fund such long-term financing, with its necessary expenses, need not
